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The Birds of Brookline. 


By Reginald Heber Howe, Jr. 


Since the publication of the list of the Birds 
of Brookline, prepared by me, appeared in 
three parts in The Chronicle, January, 1897, 
and reprinted in Mr. Charles K. Bolton’s 
‘*Brookline—the History of a Favored Town,” 
May, 1897, I have gathered together a consid- 
erable amount of new data from various 
sources, among the mostimportant, from Mr. 
Gordon Plummer’s collection of birds, of 
which the work of instalment in the Brook- 
line High School fell to me. The lists pub- 
lished heretofore were only barely annotated 5 
in the present one it will be my purpose to 
annotate much more fully wherever it is pos- 
sible. Besides the annotations, the dates of 
arrival and departure of resident species, and 
the periods the migrants are with us will be 
given. 

1. Podilymbus podiceps (Linn.).  Pied- 
billed Grebe. Formerly probably not un- 
common, when Muddy creek and our 
ponds were in wilder surroundings. Mr. 
W.A. Eldridge took a bird on Muddy 
creek (now Parkway) in 1883. This 
is the last record for the species ip. the 
town. 

2. Allealle (Linn.). Dovekie. Mr. Moses 
Williams writes me that one was 
found lying dead in one of the roads 
in Brookline about 1859 or 1860; he 


thinks it must have been blown in by a 
gale. 


3. Larus argentatus (Brunn.). Herring Gull. 
Occasionally seen during the winter 
months flying over, either going to or 
coming from the Charles river. 


4. Querquedula discors (Linn.).  Blue- 
winged Teal. Undoubtedly formerly not 
uncommon. Mr. F. H. Allen saw a 
single bird on Weld pond on October 
26, 1884. 


[The American Golden-eye (Clangula c. 
americana), during the winter months is not 
uncommonly seen on Jamaica pond (Roxbury) 
just over the Brookline line. Four were seen 
there on Nov. 20th, 1899, by Mr. H. B. Bigelow. 
Of course they are always common in winter 
on the Charles river.] 


5. A2x sponsa (Linn.). Wood Duck. For- 
merly a rare summer resident. Mr. N. 
A. Francis tells me that this species 
many years ago bred near Lost pond. 


6. Branta canadensis (Linn.). Canada 
Goose. A not uncommon migrant. A 
few birds not infrequently on migra- 
tions drop into the Chestnut Hill Res- 
ervoir (Newton, Brighton) to rest, but 
I have never heard of them being seen 
in recent years in any of our Brookline 
ponds. March, April. 


7. Botaurus lentiginosus (Montag.). Ameri- 
can Bittern.’ An uneommon migrant, 
formerly much more common before 
the Muddy creek was improved. 


8. Ardetta exilis (Gmel.)}. Least Bittern. 
Formerly a summer resident, having 
been driven from its breeding ground, 
Leverett pond, by civilization. 


9. Ardea herodias (Linn.). Great Blue 
Heron. <A not uncommon migrant, 
especially to the Putterham meadows. 
A single bird spent the week previous 
to December 15, 1898, at Hall’s pond, 
Longwood. April 3 to June 26, Sep- 
tember 9 to October 10. 


10. Butorides virescens (Linn.). Green 
Heron. A summer resident, known at 
least to breed just outside town limits. 
A bird remained at Hall’s pond, Long- 
wood, from June 1 to 19, 1897. 


11. Nycticorax nycticorax nevius (Bodd.). 
Black-crowned Night Heron. A perma- 
nent resident, wintering not at all un- 
commonly. 


12. Rallus virginianus (Linn.). Virginia Rail. 
Formerly a summer resident, but like 
the Least Bittern (Ardetta exilis) now 
deprived of its old breeding place, 
Leverett pond. 


18. Porzana carolina (Linn.). Sora. For- 
merly a common summer resident with 
the preceding species now only found 
as an uncommon migrant. 


14. Fulica americana (Gmel.). American 
Coot. Formerly undoubtedly not an un- 
common migrant. Of late years un- 
recorded. Mr. George R. Wales shot a 
single bird on Muddy creek about 1883, 


15. Philohela minor (Gmel.). American 
Woodcock. A not uncommon migrant, 
and raresummer resident. March 22 to

Gallinago delicata (Ord.). Wilson’s 
Snipe. An uncommon migrant. Just 
over the town line, however, to the 
marsh in the Parkway south of Brook- 
line avenue this species is not an un- 
common and regular migrant. April (?) 
to ——, September (?) to October 28. 

In the same locality above spoken of, 
in the Parkway south of Brookline ave- 
nue, the Pectoral Sandpiper (Tringa 
maculata) is not an uncommon fall mi- 
grant, the Greater Yellow-legs (Totanus 
melanoleucus) bas been observed by 
Mr. H. V. Greenough in October, 1899, 
and the Golden Plover (Charadrius 
dominicus) by Mr. N. A. Francis on 
September 10 (?), 1899. 


Tringa minutilla (Vieill.). Least Sand- 
piper. A not uncommon migrant. 
Three birds were taken at Weld ‘pond, 
May 8, 1890, by Mr. A. L. Reagh. They 
have also been observed at Hall’s pond, 
and on the Brookline avenue marsh.

Totanus flavipes (Gmel.). Yellow-legs. 
One bird was taken in August, 1888, at 
Weld pond by Mr. A. L. Reagh. 


Actitis macularia (Linn.). Spotted 
Sandpiper. A not uncommon migrant; 
breeding, Mr. A. L. Reagh records, near 
hike pond in 1888. April 27 to Octo- 

er 3. 

There was a Long-billed Curlew (Nu- 

menius longirostris) taken by Mr. Ar- 

thur Smith on the Chestnut Hill Reser- 
voir (Newton, Brighton) just beyond 
town borders many years ago. 


Helodromus solitarius (Wils.). Solitary 
Sandpiper. A common migrant, es- 
pecially in thespring. May 2 to 30. 


Agialitis semipalmata(Bonap.). Semipal- 
mated Plover. There is a specimen in 
the Plummer Collection, now in the 
Brookline High School] Building, taken 
in Brookline, August 5, 1880. 


. Colinus virginianus (Linn.). Bob-white. 


A permanent resident. During the last 
five years, however, much decreased in 
numbers. 


Bonasa umbellus (Linn.). Ruffed Grouse. 
A common permanent resident. 


Ketopistes migratorius (Linn.). Pas- 
senger Pigeon. Formerly reported asa 
rare migrant. 


. Circus hudsonius (Linn.). Marsh Hawk. 
A notuncommon migrant and rare sum- 
mer resident, now only found breeding 
in the wilder upper portions of the 
town. April 26 to October 31.

. Accipiter velox (Wils.). Sharp-shinned 


Hawk. An uncommon summer and 
winter resident, and a common Mi- 
grant. 


. Accipiter cooperii (Bonap-)- Cooper’s 


Hawk. A common summer resident 
and migrant, and rare winter visitant.. 
February 2 to —. 


Buteo lineatus (Gmel.). Red-shouldered 
Hawk. A common permanent resident. 
A eareful article on our Brookline Red- 
shouldered Hawks by Mr. F. H. Ken- 
nard, with map, will be found in the 
Auk, Vol. XI, No. 4, p. 197, 1894; also 
see Auk, Vol. XI, No. 4, p.- 271, 1894. 


Buteo latissimus (Wils.). Broad-winged 
Hawk. Mr. F. 4H. Kennard states that 
this species is a rare migrant in Brook- 
line. Mr. N. A. Francis writes that they 
are not uncommon. 


Archibuteo lagopus saneti - johannis 
(Gmel.). American Rough-legged Hawk. 
Mr. N. A. Francis writes that they are 
not rare as a spring migrant. A single 
bird was seen by Mr. A. L. Reagh on Jan- 
uary 16, 1897, only a few hundred yards 
over the town line in West Roxbury. 
ies pird undoubtedly entered Brook- 
ine. 


Halizetus leucocephalus (Linn.). Bald 
Eagie. A very rare visitant. It has been 
taken on Single Tree Hill, and elsewhere 
in the town. 


Falco columbarius (Linn.). Pigeon Hawk. 
A not uncommon migrant, sometimes 
seen in winter. April 16 to 24. Septem- 
ber 15. 


Falco sparverius (Linn.) American Spar- 
row Hawk. An uncommon summer 
resident. A pair pred in the town in 
1897. April 10 to November 14. 


Pandion haliaétus carolinensis (Gmel.)- 
American Osprey. An uncommon mi- 
grant. April 19 to May 30. October 3. 


. Asio wilsonianus (Less.). American Long- 


eared Owl. A rare focal resident just 
outside town boundaries. It has, how- 
ever, been observed within the town. 
A Short-eared Owl ( Asio accipitrinus) 
was seen by Mr. H. V. Greenough in the 
Brookline avenue marsh just over the 
boundary. 


Syrnium nebulosum (Forst.). Barred- 
Owl. Formerly not an uncommon per- 
manent resident. Now only perhaps as 
a winter visitant. ; 


Nyctala acadica (Gmel.). Saw-whet Owl. 
An uncommon winter visitant.

38. Megascops asio (Linn,). Screech Owl. A 
common permanent resident, commonly 
met with in the thickly settled portions 
of the town. 


39. Bubo virginianus (Gmel.). Great Horned 
Ow], Formerly a rare summer resident. 
Now seen, Mr. N. A. Francis writes, not 
uncommonly in winter. Years ago, 
Mr.N. A. Francis tells me, it bred in the 
Putterham woods, <A pair bred near 
Lost pond in 1893, and birds were also 
seen in March, 1898. 


40, Nyctea nyctea (Linn. \e Bnew? Owl. An 
accidental visitant. F. H. Kennard 
states that they He "been reported 
from upper Brookline. Three were seen 
or taken in Longwood, November 26, 
December 15 and 16, 1882, and reported 
by Mr. F. Lewis in Forest and Stream, 
Yol. 19, No. 21, p. 409. 


41. Coceyzus americanus (Linn.), Yellow- 
billed Cuckoo, A common summer 
resident. May 7 to--. 


42. Coceyzus erythrophthalmus (Wils.). 
Black-billed Cuckoo. A common sum- 
mer resident. May 11 to—. 


‘438, Ceryle alcyon (Linn.), Belted Kingfisher. 
A permanent resident. Rare in the 
winter, but wintering regularly. Com- 
mon 4s a migrant, and not rare as a 
summer resident. April 7 to October. 


44, Dryobates villosus (Linn.). Hairy Wood- 
pecker, A fairly common migrant, and 
winter visitant. A female (?) stayed 
about Hall’s pond from March 8 to May 
5, 1897. December 27 to May 13. 


45. Dryobates pubescens medianus (Swains.). 
Northern Downy Woodpecker. A com- 
mon permanent resident. 


46. Sphyrapicus varius (Linn,). Yellow- 
bellied SRDRUCKRT: A common migrant. 
Mr. F. Kennard reported in The 
Auk, Vo XXI, No. 3, p, 301, the cap- 
ture of an immature male in ‘the town 
on February 6, 1895, April 16 to May 6, 
September 25 to October 24. 


47. Melanerpes erythrocephalus (Linn.). An 
irregular visitant. Mr. N. A. Francis 
writes that they used to breed in a 
swamp near Francis street. During the 
winter of 1881-2 they appeared in num- 
bers in the town as they did throughout 
this region. (See ‘Birds in the Bush,” 
Bradford Torrey, p. 205, also article by 
same author, Atlantic Monthly, Vol.55, 
No. 21, p. 409). 


48. Colaptes auratus (Linn,), Flicker. A 
permanent resident. Not uncommon 
in the winter, abundant in the summer. 


49. Antrostomus voeifera (Wils.). Whip- 
poor-will. An uncommon migrant and 
summer resident. 


50. Chordeiles virginianus (Gmel.). Night 
Hawk. A common migrant. Does not 
breed to my knowledge. Mr. N. A. 
Francis writes that it breeds in New- 
ton. May 21 to October 3. 


51. Chetura pelagica (Linn.). Chimney 
Swift. A common summer resident. 
April 26 to Oetober 2. 


52. Trochiluscolubris(Linn.). Ruby-throated 
Humming bird. A common summer 
resident. May 15 to September 16. 


53. Tyrannus tyrannus (Linn.). Kingbird. 
An abundant summer resident. May 4 
to —e 


54. Myiarchus erinitus (Linn.). Crested Fly- 
catcher. A common summer resident. 
May 9 to October 15. 


55. Sayornis phoebe (Lath.). Pheebe. A com- 
mon summer resident. Murch 25 to 
October 29. 


56. Nuttallornis borealis (Swains.). Olive- 
sided Flycatcher. One record of a bird 
probably taken in Brookline by J.J. 
Audubon, from whose interesting ac- 
eount I quote verbatim. ‘On the 8th 
of August, 1832, while walking out from 
Boston towards the country-seat of the 
Honourable Thomas H. Perkins, along 
with my friend Nuttall, we were sud- 
denly saluted with the note of this bird. 
As I had never seen it, I leaped over the 
fence beside us, and cautiously ap- 
proached the tree in which a male was 
perched and singing. Desiring my 
friend to go in search of a gun, [ 
watched the motions of the devoted 
bird. Hereturned with a Jarge musket, 
a cow’s horn filled with powder, and a 
handful of shot nearly as large as peas; 
but, just as I commenced charging this 
curious piece, I discovered that it was 
flintless! We were nearly a mile dis- 
tant from Mr. Perkins’ house, but as we 
were resolved to have the bird, we pro- 
ceeded to it with all despatch, procured 
a gun, and returned to the tree, found 
the Flycatcher, examined its flight and 
manners for awhile, and at length shot 
it. As the representative of a species, I 
made a drawing of this individual, 
which you will find copied in the plate 
indicated above.” (From ‘‘The Birds of 
America,” Vol. I, p. 218, plate 58.)

A common summer resident. May 18 to

A permanent resident. Common in 
winter, abundant in summer. 


American 
Crow. An abundant permanent resi- 
dent. 


, Dolichonyx oryzivorus (Linn.). A com- 
mon summer resident. May 5to—. 

. Molothrus ater (Bodd.). Cowhbird. A 
common summer resident. March 14 
to September 15. 

. Agelzus pheeniceus (Linn.). Red- winged 
Blackbird. A common summer resi- 
dent. March 6 to —. 

. Sturnella magna (Linn.). Meadow Lark. 
A not uncommon summer resident. 
March 8 to November 26. 


. Iecterus galbula (Linn.). Baltimore Ori- 


ole. An abundant summer resident. 
May 5 to September 1. 


. Scolecophagus carolinus (Mill.). Rusty 
Grackle. Abundant spring, aud uncom- 
mon fall migrant. March 3 to October 
19. 


. Quiscalus quiscula zeneus (Ridgw.}. 
Bronzed Grackle. An abundant local 
beth ay resident. March 11 to Novem- 

er 22. 


68. Pinicola enucleator canadensis (Cab.). 


Canadian Pine Grosbeak. A common 
irregular winter visitant. During the 
1892-3 migration they were very abun- 
dant in all parts of the town; since then, 
however, they have visited us but twice, 
and in smal] numbers. 


69. Carpodacus purpureus (Gmel.). Purple

Finch. A permanent resident, rare in 
winter, common in summer, and abun- 
dant on migrations. February 24 to 
October 21. 


. Passer domesticus (Linn.). House or 


English Sparrow. An abundant perma- 
nent resident. 

. Loxia curvirostra minor (Brehm.). 
American Crossbill. A common mi- 
grant, and occurring irregularly at all 
seasons. 


. Loxia leucoptera (Gmel.). White- 
winged CrossbiJ]. An irregular winter 
visitant. During this winter, 1899-00, 
as over all New Engiand, the species 
has been very abundant. The birds 
were first reported in the town this 
winter, November 20, and were still 
here though in but small numbers on 
April 1. 


78. Acanthis linaria (Linn.), Redpoll. A 
common irregular winter visitant. Jan- 
uary 21 to March 11. 


74, Acanthis linaria rostrata (Coues,). 
Greater Redpoll. Mr. H. V. Greenough 
took a single male on February 24, 1900, 
on Chestnut Hill. 


75, Astragalinug tristis (Linn.). American 
Goldfinch. An abundant permanent 
resident. 


76. Spinus pinus (Wils.). Pine Siskin. A 
common winter visitant. October 22 to 
May 12, 


77. Carduelis carduelis (Linn.), European 
Goldfinch. I observed a male in May, 
1892, in Longwood, The bird may have 
been an escaped eage bird, or one of the 
goldfinches or their offspring that were 
imported to this country. (See Auk, 
Vol. XII, No, 2, p. 182). 


78. Plectrophenax nivalis (Linn,), Snew 
Bunting, A rare wintery visitant. F 
have only observed them ip the town 
on Denny’s Hill, Mr. N. A. Francis 
writes that they used to be very com- 
mon on the Longwood marshes. No- 
vember 23 to —. 


79. Pocecetes gramineus (Gmel.). Vesper 
Sparrow. A vot uncommon summer 
resident, and common migrant, April 
2 to September 12. 


80. Ammodramus sandwichensis savanna 
(Wils.). Savannah Sparrow. A com- 
mon migrant. April 15 to—, to 
Oetober 31. 


81. Zonotrichia albicollis (Gmel.), White- 
throated Sparrow, A common migrant, 
apd not uncommon winter resident. 
(See Auk, Vol. XIII, No. 2, p. 178, 
1896). April 6 to May 16. September 
-21 to November 19. 

82. Zonotrichia leucophrys (Forst), White- 
crowned Sparrow, There is a male in 
the Brookline High School colleetion 
taken in the town by Mr. Gordon Plum- 
mer on May 24, 1882. 


83. Spizella monticola (Gmel.). Tree Spar- 
row. Acommon winter resident. Octo- 
ber 16 to April 28. 
Spizella socialis (Wils.). Chipping Spar- 
row, An abundant summer resident. 
April 10 to October 16. 
85, Spizella pusilla (Wils.). Field Sparrow. 
A eommon summer resident, April 20 
to October 10, 

86. Juneo hiemalis (Linn.). Snowbird. An 
abundant migrant, and common winter 
resident. September 24 to May 2,

. Melospiza melodia (Wils.). Song Spar- 
row. An abundant summer,and un- 
common winter resident. March 14 to 
Novewber 19. 


Melospiza georgiana (Lath.). Swamp 
Sparrow. <A common wigrant, and 
common summer resident. March 23 
to October 31. 


Passerella iliaca (Merr.). Fox Spar- 
row. A common migrant. March 22 to 
April 15. October 25 to November 18. 


. Pipilo erythrophthalmus (Linn.) Tow- 
hee. A common summer resident. 
There is one record of the wintering of 
a male in Longwood from December 25, 
1895, to April 16, 1896. (See Auk, Vol. 
XIII, No. 2, p. 178, and No, 3, p. 260, 
1896). April 2 to September 28. 


Cardinalis cardinalis (Linn.). Cardinal. 
A male wintered and spent the spring 
and summer, a wife being provided for 
him, in the town during (October) 
1897-98 (August 8). For an interesting 
account of this individual, see Bird- 
Lore, Vol. I, No. 3, p. 83, 1899. 


. Zamelodia ludoviciana (Linn.).  Rose- 
breasted Grosbeak. A common sum- 
mer resident. May 2 to —. 


. Guiraca cerulea (Linn.). Blue Gros- 
beak. A male was taken by Mr. Gor- 
don Plummer in the town on May 29, 
1880. (See Bull. Nut. Orn. Club. Vol. V, 
No. 3, p. 184, 1880, also Minot’s Land- 
birds and Game-birds of New England, 
revised by William Brewster, p. 289, 
1895.). 

. Passerina vyanea. (Linu.). Indigo Bird. 
A common summer resident. May 13 to 
October 29. 


Passerina ciris (Linn.). Painted Bunt- 
ing. One was taken on June 5, 1896, by 
Mr. H. V. Greenough in Longwood. 
This bird, however, was quite probably 
an escaped cage bird. (See Auk, Vol. 
XIII, No. 2, p. 261, 1896.) 


. Piranga erythromelas (Vieill.). Scarlet 
Tanager. Acommon summer resident. 
May 10 to September 27. 


Progne subis (Linn.). Purple Martin. 
A rare migrant. Formerly a rare sum- 
mer resident. April 16 to —. 


Petrochelidon lunifrons (Say.).  Eave 
Swallow. Arare migrant. Formerly a 
common summer resident. May 22 to 


Hirundo erythrogastra (Bodd.). Barn 
Swallow. Formerly acommon summer 
resident, now almost rare, except asa 
migrant. April 19 to September 29. 


100. Tachycineta bicolor (Vieill.). Tree 
Swallow. A common migrant, and a 
rare summer resident. Formerly very 
common. April 15 to September 29. 


101 Clivicola riparia (Linn.). Formerly not 
ab uncommon summer resident. 


102. Ampelis cedrorum (Vieill.). Cedar 
Waxwing. Acommon permanent resi- 
dent, though less common in mid winter. 
February to November. 


103. Lanius borealis (Vieill.), Northern 
’ Shrike. A common winter resident. 

November 25 to April 6. 

104. Vireo olivaceus (Linn.). Red-eyved Vireo. 
An abundant summer resident. May 5 
to September 29. 

105. Vireo gilvus (Vieill.). Warbling Vireo. 
A common summer resident. May 1 to 
September 1. 


106. Vireo flavifrons (Vieill.). Yellow-throated 
Vireo. A common summer resident. 
May 2 to —. 


107. Vireo solitarius (Wils.). Solitary Vireo. 
A common migrant, and uncommon 
summer resident. April 27 to —. 


108. Vireo noveboracensis (Gmel.). White- 
eyed Vireo. Mr. N. A. Francis writes 
that it is an uncommon summer resi- 
dent, and that he has found its nest. 


109, Mniotilta varia (Linn.). Black and White 
Warbler. A common migrant, and 
oad resident. April 20 to October 
29. 


110. Helminthophila chrysoptera (Linn.). 
Golden-winged Warbler. A common 
migrant,and uncommon summer resi- 
dent. May 10 to —. 


111. Helminthophila rubricapilla (Wils.). 
Nashville Warbler. A common mi- 
grant, and not uncommon summer resi- 
dent. May1lto—. September 23. 


112. Compsothylpis americana usnezx 
(Brewst.). Northern Parula Warbler. 
An abundant migrant. May 1 to 26. 
October 9. 


118. Dendreeca tigrina (Gmel.). Cape May 
Warbler. I secured a male on Lyman’s 
Hill on May 9, 1897. (See Chronicle, 
Dec 18, 1897, p. 6.) Miss M. B. Hall also 
saw two males, one on May 16 and one 
on May 20, 1900, in Longwood. 


114. Dendreeca’ estiva (Gmel.). Yellow 
Warbler. An abundant summer resi- 
dent. April 23 to —. 


115. Dendreeca cerulescens (Gmel,). Black- 
throated Blue Warbler. A common 
migrant. May 5 to —.

Dendreeca pennsilvanica (Linn.). Chest- 
nut-sided Warbler. A common sum- 
mer resident, an abundant migrant.

Dendraca castanea (Wils.) Bay-breasted 
Warbler. A rare migrant. May 10 to 
24. September 24. 


. Dendreca striata (Forst.). Black-poll 


Warbler. A common spring, and 
abundant fall migrant. May 11 to 29. 
September 18 to October 23. 


- Dendreca blackburniz (Gmel.). Black- 


burnian Warbler. An uncommon mi- 
grant. May 5 to 26. 


Dendreeca virens (Gmel.). Black-throated 
Green Warbler. An abundant summer 
resident. April 20 to October 2. 


Dendreeca vigorsii (Aud.). Pine War- 
bler. A common migrant,andsummer 
resident. April16 to —. 


Dendrveca palmarum hypochrysea. 
(Ridgw.). Yellow Palm Warbler. A 
common migrant. April 14 to May 10. 
September 23 to October 3. 


Dendreca discolor (Vieill.). Prairie 
Warbler. A common migrant, and rare 
summer resident.

Geothlypis agilis (Wils.). Connecticut - 
Warbler. A rare fall migrant. Sep- 
tember 8 to October 8. 


Geothlypis trichas (Linn.). Maryland 
Yellow-throat. A common summer 
resident. May 7 to October 21. 


Icterus virens (Linn.). Yellow-breasted 
Chat. Mr. A. L. Reagh records one in 
1890. 

Wilsonia pusilla (Wils.). Wilson’s War- 
ape A uncommon migrant. May 7 
to 27. 


Wilsonia canadensis (Linn.). Canadian 
Warbler. A common migrant, and rare 
local summer resident. May 18 to Sep- 
tember 5. 


133. Setophaga ruticilla (Linn.). American 
Redstart. An abundant summer resi- 
dent. April (18) 25 to September 28. 


134. Anthus pennsilvanicus (Lath.). Ameri- 
can Pipit. Acommon spring and fall mi- 
grant. to —, October 4 to 15. 


135. Galeoscoptes carolinensis (Linn.). Cat- 
bird. An abundant summer resident. 
May 1 to October 8. 


136. Harporrbynchus rufus (Linn.). A com- 
mon migrant, and summer resident. 
May 1 to September 29. 


137. Troglodytes aédon (Vieill.). A local sum- 
mer resident. Formerly common in all 
sections of the town. I now know of 
at least a dozen pairs that breed regu- 
larly every year. May 7 to —. 


185. Anorthura hiemalis (Vieill.). Winter 
Wren. An uncommon migrant. One 
winter record from November 16 to 
December 25, 1895. (Auk, Vol. XIII, 
No.2, p. 178.) November 16 to April 8. 


139. Cistothorus palustris (Wils.). Long- 
billed Marsh Wren. <A rare migrant. 
Formerly a common summer resi- 
dent in the old Brookline marsh, now 
Leverett pond. May 138 to—. 


140. Certhia familiaris americana (Bonap.). 
Brown Creeper. An abundant winter 
resident. A male was taken on May 24, 
1895, near Hammond’s pond, just over 
into Newton. September 22 to May 12. 


141. Sitta carolinensis (Lath.) White-breasted 
Nuthatch. A common winter resident, 
and rare local summer resident. 


142, Sitta canadensis (Linn.). Canada Nut- 
hatch. A common, oftei abundant mi- 
grant, and winter resident. September 
22 to May 21. 


148. Parus atricapillus (Linn.). An abundant 
permanent resident. 


144. Regulus satrapa (Licht.). Golden- 
crowned Kinglet. A common winter 
resident. September 19 to April 21. 


145. Regulus calendula (Linn.). Ruby-crowned 
Kinglet. A common migrant. April 
7 to May 10, September — to October 2. 


146. Polioptila cerulea (Linn.). Blue Gray 
Gnateatcher. One was taken Septem- 
ber 8, 1887, by Mr. A. L. Reagh. 


147. Hylocichla mustelina (Gmel.). Wood 
Thrush. A common summer resident. 
May 4 to —. 


148. Hylocichla fuscescens (Steph.). Wil- 
son’s Thrush. An abundant summer 
resident. May 7 to September 19. 


149. Hylocichla alicie (Baird.). Gray-cheeked 
Thrush. There is one,taken in Octo- 
ber. 1876, in the New England collection 
of the Boston Natural History Society— 
E. A. and O. Bangs; also another taken 
by W.L. Green, A male was taken May 
23, 1896, by Mr. G. C. Shattuck. One 
was also taken in May, 1900, by Mr. 
Louis Shaw. 


150. Hylocichla alicie bicknelli (Ridgw.). 
Bicknell’s Thrush. A male was taken 
on October 16, 1890, by Mr. G. C. Shat- 
tuck. Both this and the foregoing 
species are undoubtedly not very un- 
common migrants, but overlooked. 


151. Hylocichla ustulatus swainsonii (Cab.). 
Olive-backed Thrush. A common mi- 
grant. May 7 to 27, October 2 to 5. 


152. Hylocichla guttata pallasii (Cab.). Her- 
mit Thrush. A common migrant. 
April4to May 11, September 19 to ‘Octo- 
ber 29. 

158. Merula migratoria (Linn.). American 
Robin. An abundant summer, and not 
uncommon winter resident. March 12 
to November 23. 


154. Sialia sialis (Linn.). Bluebird. A com- 
mon summer resident. March 10 to 
October 19.

Wilsonia wmitrata. Hooded Warbler. A |! 
male was taken on June 20, 1879, by Mr. |

Parus hudsonius. Hudson Bav Chickadee. |
